Tn this modern a.;e of expansion the 
universal idea seems *o be to co\er 
ground, or relating to education, 1o

has been the spread of this new con- 
ception of progress, that it has in- 
vaded not only our university and col- 
lege curricula, but It has even in- 
vaded the secondary schools, and now 
has its baleful eye turned u’)on the 
grammar sc.;ools wth a longing desire 
to include them in its frllacloop grasp. 
.Tust what it will do when it has token 
possession the grommar school Is 
a question. Wll' it w«^<'p for more 
curricula to conquer, or w Jl .t then 
eagerly pounce uiK-n the nnsii3.)e''“*ng 
kindergarten an.i thus eir--’ lay the 
foundation for a modern iwd itie^h cen- 
tury education?

The s.udent n u .a re .Station 
in a certain subject on rh ' sda.r. and 
then the subject is 'aid asl le until 
the following Tuesday 'Iv friends, 
the professoi’s, may say That li,? should 
study this subject during ilie interim, 
but 'hhere they seem to h‘8e sight of 
tihe subjects that come ,m T’-riday and 
Monday which are sufficient to em- 
ploy all the student’s tme. Beyond 
the solihomore year in college, the 
average student can handle the sand- 
wiched curriculum fairly well, but In 
the freshman and sophomore years 
better results can be obtained from 
the sluaight five-day course.

Recently the Legislature of the State 
of Washington w-as asked for an ap- 
imopriation of $2,073,506 for the fur- 
therance of higher learning.

How- much does Kentucky State get 
from its Legislature? At the last ses- 
sion $500,000 was the pitiful sum given 
to the University, and the two Normal 
Schools; $100,000 is the amount given 
each year for the running exjienses 
of the University. Can one w-onder 
why the Profs, always go broke, and 
the trustees refuse to aid us in our 
college enterprise?

THE FARMER OF TODAY 



Within the post few ye<ir8 many 
Wanses have taken place In the vari- 
ous liulustrlea of Kentucky, yet none 
have exjierlenced the change and de- 
velojinient so much as that of agri- 
culture. 

Hut a short time a^o, it w’as almost 
the universal opinion among the farm- 
ers c;f ether States that the .soll-tlller 
of Kentucky worked with hla hande, 
hut not with his brain. However un- 
Iileaaant It mnj' be to admit It, we know 
that this unfavorable comment has 
not been wholly without Jiiatiflcatlon. 
We also know' that so long as this 
condition prevailed, just so long did 
our State rtmaln In obscurity, when 
viewed from an agricultural standr 
po!nt. But a great awakening has oc- 
curred In recent years. In the rural 
districts new ideas are being taken 
up and pvit Into execution. In almost 
every home an agricultural paper nowr 
regularly finds its way, and the old 
farmer. Instead of dozing aw'ay the 
long winter evenings by the open fire, 
contented In the antiquated methods 
and rude tradition of his fathers, now 
Is beaming acquainted through these 
papers with the best modern methotls 
of cultivating his land. 

What has produced this awaken- 
ing? Surely some mighty force must 
have been set on mition to raise the 
fanner from his long lethargy. The 
solution of this problem Is quite easy 
and the answer sim,ple. The Agricul- 
tural College of the State University 
has been the most powerful factor In 
ushering our State Into this new era. 
In many different ways It has revealed 
to our people their innumerable ad- 
vantages and how to make the most 
of them. The Corn Show, such as 
was held here last week; the stock- 
judging contest, the many bulletins 
and papers sent throughout the coun- 
try, and the four years, two years, and 
ten weeks courses hav'e been of In- 
estimable value. 

Only a few years ago. In the com- 
mon schools one could hear among 
the boys of rather Indolent disposi- 
tions the familiar expression. 'T need 
not study, T am going to be a farm- 
er!” How absurd this statement ap- 
pears In the ll.ght of today. More and 
more parents are realizing that If their 
boys are to successfully cope with the 
problems of farm life, they must be 
trained and prepared. Consequently, 
they are sent to our Institution. Here 
they are Instnicted In the most mod- 
em methods of soli cultivation. Then, 
w'lth the enthusiasm and ambition of 
youth, they return to the old home and 
Infuse Into the surroundings .the spirit 
of the new era. The result la Inevlta- 
hie— more Intelligent farmers, more 
up-to-date farms, and better and more 
abundant crops. 

The careless, ramshackle way of 
farming w’e believe has had Its day. 
Improvement may at times be slow, 
but It will be none the less sure. 

Rearer and scarcer will become the 
happy-go-luok>’ fellow who Industrious- 



ly, but unsystematically, cultivates his 
11 tie plot of grounfl, and returns to 
hU hurnbh' dwelling at evening, tired 
and w.rn with the lalior of the day, 
and who, as the years pass, often 
stands Ux)king over his poorly kept 
and unprofi able jiosaesslons, his bo<ly 
bent with age and his hands callous 
with toll— pondering, wondering how It 
Is that he has worked so hnrd and ac 
compllshed so little. 

Our farming are becoming educated, 
wide-awake, systematic and progres- 
sive. By societies and papers, thej 
keep in touch not only with their 
neighbors, but with the brethren of 
other States WltJtiln a trained mind 
they no l.mger labor In a blind, aim- 
less manner, but they first study the 
situation, lay plans ,and then apply 
labor to the best advantage, alt the 
time working w’ith a definite purpose 
toward a definite end. By Corn Shows 
and the sending of teams to the Xa- 
tlcnal Contests, we are showing the 
agrlculturallsits of other States that 
while the farmer of Kentucky still 
labors with his hands, he has learned 
else to use his brain.

After the seiv 
aration in 1878, u(>on the recommenda- 
tion of President Emeritus Paiterson, 
a classical course was incorporated In

excluded from the courses of study to 
be provided for in the State College 
and Universltlt's esLabllshed under the 
Art of Congress of 18(12, aud livasmuch 
as imany of the inst.lt ut.lnns establlsl.ied 
in other states of the union made am- 
ple )>rovision f>r classical Instnictioni. 
that it would be extremely unwise not 
to include il In thie course of otudly of 
the State College. This action, how- 
ever , exihitsed him to much censorious 
comment, amd formed one of the 
grounds of opposition made by the de- 
nominational colleges to the state In- 
stitution. 'rhey argued that ample 
provision had already been made in the 
existing classical oolleges of the Com- 
monwealth, for Inistmiction in Latin., 
n Greek and in the liberal arts. This 
ground of opposition was endorsed by 
the State Grange and formed one of 
the chief elements of contention in 
the long-pending contest for tfhe main- 
•♦enance of llh© vta/te tax which had 
been levied by the Legislature of 1880 
for the support of thie State Oolite. 
In defense of the action of the Board 
of Trustees, the President argued that 
liberal culture, founded! upon an ade- 
quate knowledge of the classics, ought 
to go hand in hand with a practical 
education and form the best possible 
disciplinary preparation for all fihe 
pursnWs and vocatlonB of lifc^. which 
required thorough training and disci- 
pline in mathematics, physics, chemis- 
try and their application to the indus- 
trial pursuits of life. He insisted that 
any education is necessarily defective 
which fails to train the reasoning 
faculties and that metapihlyislcs, logic 
and ethics, grounded upon a Hberal 
amount of classical scholarship, is In- 
dispensible to an adequate knowledge 
of the student’s mother tongue. 

The headship of the Classical De- 
partment could not have been placed 
in the hands of a better man thlan 
Prof. Neville. His broad soholarship 
including I^n and Greek, French and 
German, and hisi commanding person- 
ality!. gave to the department a digni- 
ty and a prestige which it maintains 
to this day. He had from time to 
tihne the necessarj' assistance in the 
lower classes, hut thie higher classes 
he reserved for his own personal In- 
struction. The results justified antici- 
pations and although the Classical De. 
imrtment was never ao large as to over- 
shadow others it maintained iKit.h its 
)>arity and its ix>pulariiy. 

After the death of Prof. Neville, the 
chair of latin and (!re>ek wa.s divided, 
t:hie former bring as.>lgnod by the Ikxird 
of Trustees to Prof. T. T. Jones, and 
the latter to Profesiwr Olanvllle Ter- 
rell. Prof. Terrell Is a man of emin- 
ent scholarship, devoted to Greek, 
with wthose acquaintance he has a wide 
and intimate knowledge. Prof. Jones 
is an alumnus of the State T’niversl- 
i:y and for his years, quite equal both 
in Tat in and Greek, as well as In 
French and German, to any latln 
' Professor in any I^nlverslty in Ameri- 
ca.

leaving the old Chemistry building for 
the more ad\ancefl courses In 
science. 

The new lalroratory is large enough 
to aceoinnicdate all applleant.s for the 
course. Fornierly, the students were 
seriously handicapi>ed by lack of si^nce 
In which to do their work. In the ne-w' 
Itaboratory. however, eao’i man has all 
tilve space he could desire. 

The equipment of the now labora- 
tory 1s a decided Improvemenit over 
that of the old. All the fixtures are 
designed after the laiteat models; every 
item is of the very latest. The bot- 
tles alone cost over six hiundred dol- 
lars. They are of high grade glass 
•w'lth ne«t, Indestrnctahle black and 
white labels made in the glass. 

The sinks are of porcelain with com- 
position drain pipes; since both are 
acid and alkali proof, It Is hoped that 
at least one of tihie troubles of the 
instructors — leaky sinks — ^wlll be ell- 
mlnaited. 

Dr. Tattle and Dr. Danlells have 
charge of the work in the old building. 
This work comprises of Quantitative 
Anal\-sis and all the courses above It. 
The Quantitative section occupies the 
second fioor; It is much larger than 
any preceding class numbering about 
twenty-five. Several of these are stu- 
dents In the departments of Domestic 
Science, Agriculture and Mining En- 
gineering.

It 
Is no+ known ■whether their work is 
satisfactory to Dr. Danlells or not, 
but if It Is their purpose to mtake com- 
pounds of intensely disagreeable oders 
they ought to got fifteen every month.
